WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 


senate oil committee today sought 
the source of Sinclair oil stock which 
Attorney General Daugherty got in 
1922, 
after it was revealed that 


Daugherty's first transaction was the 
sale of*Sinclair stock. 
Records did 


not disclose when or where he 
bought it, the committee was in- 
formed by Lewis D. Bond, federal 
trade cmomission accountant, issti- 
fying today. 


This line of inquiry was the first 


step In an effort to run down a story 
that Daugherty and Will Kj.ys, then 
chairman of the republican national 
committee, were given 75,000 shares 
of Sinclair stock to help pay off a 
$1,000,000 deficit in the republican 
party's 1920 %campaign funds. 


Bond was recalled to the stand 


when G. D. Wahlberg failed to 
appear on time. 
Wahlberg was to 


hare been questioned concerning the 
identity of a "Mr. Hayes" he had 
mentioned as the recipient of Sins 
clair stock. 


After brief testimony by Bond, the 


committee adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. 


Walsh later was informed that 


Wahlberg has gone to Havana "for 
hit. health." 
Walsh will communi- 


cate "with him to ascertain if he will 
come' before the committee or have 
a deposition taken. 
Attorney General Daugherty him- 


self may later be called before the 
committee. 
Walsh will await out- 


come of tha testimony of Sinclair 
tomorrow, and Will Hays Saturday, 
to determine whether the attorney 
genral shuold be required to appear. 


"We are approaching the end," 


Walsh said after the hearing today. 
"I have no plans for next week. 
Unless some new necessity develops 
I shall make a general survey of all 
theeyjdence thua far to determine if 
there are an) loopholes. 


"If I find none, we will be ready 


to write our report to the .senate." 


Al Jennings, the reformed bandit 


and "bad man" of the west, has been

Jen- 
nings was an intimate friend of the 
late Jake Hamon, and is understood 
to know something of the rumored 
vote offer at the last republican con- 
tention.

On May 2s, 1923, when 
the al- 


leged conspiracy was entered into, 
the witness stated that the business 
was a going concern doing about $20 
a day with "good will" to the value 
of about $5,000. 
The witness also stated that on 


May 23, 1923, the defendants, act- 
Ing In a malicious conspiracy, caused 
false and fraudulent affidavits to be 
published about him and swearing 
on their oath that he was abscond 
Ing or about to abscond with funds 
to escape from his creditors. 


This action on the part of the de- 


fendants, he' claims, caused three 
writs of attachment to be levied on 
his business May 26, his business 
closed and the good will of his cus- 
tomers ruined forever.

BETTER MANAGED 


Coach Robertson $nd Brown Will 


'• Take Good Care of Nation's Best. 


Athletes—Many Coaches 


to Make Trip. 


, BY HENRY U. FARRELL. 


NEW YORK, March 20.—Perhaps 


the American Olympic team may not 
do as well in Paris next summer as 
it did in Antwerp in 1920, and the 
chances are that it will not, but it 
will be better organized and will feel 
better about it. 


As long as Lawson Robertson has 


tbe say as head coach and as long as 
George Brown is around, even tho 
he is only an assistant manager, the 
team will leceive proper care and 
attention. 


If Robertson had been in charge 


of the team in Antwerp, Joie Ray., 
Sol Butler and Matt McGrath would 
not have been injured. He would 
not have permitted them to take the 
chances they did in working out oh 
a dangerous field. 
_ Politic:1 TTOuld not have been such 
an influence on the 1920 team if 
Robertson had been in charge as 
head coach. He would not have al- 
lowed political favorites to start in 
events which made it necessary to 
keep such great athletes as Driscoll 
and Dandrow on the bench. 


Jack Moakley, head coach of the 


1920 team, is a competent coach, but 
he was completely overruled by the 
politicians on the Olympic commit- 
tee. It's a hundred to one shot that 
no one will run over Lawson Robert- 
son. 


If there is any reward for meritor- 


ious service, George Brown, of the 
Boston Athletic association, should 
have been appointed manager of the 
team. He was the only efficient 
man at Antwerp among the execu- 
tives. He was the only one who 
seemed to care in the slightest what 
the athletes ate, where they slept or 
how they were treated. He didn't go 
to see the battlefields of the western 
front in France, until the games 
were over and his work had_ been 
done. He took his vacation'when 
there was nothing more to be don,e. 
Some of the other managers and 
members of the committees spent a 
great deal more of their time in' 
Paris than they did in Antwerp. 


One fortunate thing about the 


games this summer is that no travel- 
Ing to Paris will be necessary. 
The 


tourists on the committee will be 
right in the heart of all the European 
excitement and they can even see 
some of tbe games, if they hare the 
time to spare. 


No charges hare been made that 


tne committee will do in Paris what 
its predecessors did in Antwerp— 
or didn't do. On the- contrary, the 
committee making the arrangements 


i for the games this year seems to be 
serious-minded about it and it is 
probable that there will be very few 
joy-riders going over to look after 
the athletes. However, it is best to 
withhold judgment and prophesy un- 
til tbe team gets back from Paris. 


Solicitors who tried to interest 


some of the prominent philanthro- 
pists and big-money men in the 
Olympic venture were asked, when 
they 
appealed 
for funds: "How 


many are going to get a joy-ride out 
of the money?,, There were plenty, 
of joy-rides on the 1920 trip, and the 
fact seems to have become generally • 
known.

It is 
quite probable that some of the vet- 
erans of Antwerp will ask to be 
shown their eating and sleeping 
quarters on the ship before they sail 
and they can't be blamed for de- 
manding to be shown, «fter what 
they went thru in 1920.

How You May Avoid 


Some Sore Throat Dangers

VERY pain seems to be the worst pain you 


ever had. 
Head pains are particularly un- 


comfortable. 


The throat is partly in the head, partly in the 


neck, and perhaps, if your neck is short, it occupies 
some space within the trunk. But, anyhow, when 
the throat is sore it hurts. When you swallow it 
hurts more and the mean thing about it is, when 
the throat is sore you seem to want to swallow all 
the time. 


When the soreness first appears it is difficult 


Then 


to tell just where the hurt really is. You pinch your neck to see if 
the muscles are sore, or if there is a tender spot somewhere, 
you begin to feel sick and it^isn't^.- 
long before you have a fever 
you are really ill. 


Just how serious this attack will 
be depends on the particular tissues 
of the throat which are involved. 


Let us look at the throat a mo- 
ment. 
When you stand before a 
mirror you see a pendulous, finger- 
like body, swinging in space^this 
IB the "uvula." 


Like curtains, there are thin .and 


flexible folds of membrane, draped 
back at the sides of the throat and 
embracing the tonsils. This part of 
the anatomy is called the soft palate. 
The tonsils vary in size and ap- 


pearance. They may be small and 
smooth, or large and full of pockets. 
They may look like a b:g ragged 
sponge, or they may be so small 
as to be almost hidden in the folds 
of ths palate. 
Sore throat may be due to in- 


flammation in the tonsils, either of 
the covering membrane or of the 
deeper stratum. If the latter is the 
case, there may be fur formations, 
producing what is commonly called 
Quinsy. 


This is a very painful disease, in- 
dicated by fever and ever}' evidence 
of serious illness. 
The symptoms 


continue until the pus escapes, 
either by natural means or by the 
aid of a knife. • 
The uvula and the near-by folds 


of the soft palate may Tjecome in- 
flamed. Sometimes little -ulcers, like 
canker sores, form. Hot or spiced 
food and swallowing hurt. 
Almost always sore throat is as- 
sociated with constipation and indi- 
gestion, and it follows late hours 
and bad air. 
There is very little 


chance of having an inflamed throat 
from exposure alone. We are too 
much inclined to think such symp- 
toms are due to "catching cold." 
When you are in the pink of con- 


dition you are unlikely to have a 
sore throat. If you get a : -re throat

By 1789 the constitution had be- 


come the fundamental law of the 
United States. Fourteen 
different 


sections ot that great work deal with 
i 
subject of finance. Three para- 


graphs contain the meat. Here they 
are: 


1. "The congress shall hare pow- 


er to lay and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts and excises; 
to pay tbe 


debts and provide for the common 
defense and general welfare of the 
United States: but all duties, im- 
posts and excises shall be uniform 
thruout the United States. 


2. "No capitation or other direct 


tax shall be laid unless in proportion 
to the census or enumeration here- 
inbefore directed to be taken. 


3. "The congress shall have pow- 


er to lay and collect taxes on in- 
comes from whatever source derived, 
without apportionment among 
the 


several states, and without regard 
to any census or enumeration." 


Number 
3 is 
an 
amendment 


adopted in 1913 to neutralize the ef- 
fect of Number 2. 


Even before Washington was in- 


. augurated and before Hamilton be- 
came secretary of the treasury. 
James Madison on April 8. 1789. laid 
ibe subject of national revenue be- 
fore tbe national bouse of represen- 
tatives- He proposed a- tariff on 
"such articles ol requisition only as 
are likely to occasion the least de- 
lay."

Urges Direct War Payment. 


If the American people want to 


continue direct taxation and desire 
stiff supertaxes 
to 
whittle down 


large fortunes in the future, then 
the first step is to eliminate the 


issuance of all tax-exempt securities. 


direct taxes, which cannot be shifted 
and which are based on ability to 
pay. So should all government costs 
not directly due to war. But such 
costs we now know are a mere baga- 
telle. War costs are the huge ones 
for which the people of the world 
and of tbe United States must, for 
the next generation, dig down deep 
into their pockets to pay. 


Indirect taxes, such as sales taxes', 


consumption taxes, customs duties, 
will only make the lot of the aver- 
age man in the United States so 
much harder to bear. 


The history of all modern wars 


shows that it is not only the man 
on the" street who fights the war, but 
he also pays for it.

•reducing the direct taxes, such as 
income and supertaxes, and increas- 
ing at the same time the indirect 
ones, the poor man will only repeat 
what has been true dozens of times 
in the experience of nations.

familiar with many compounds of sensations ot th« skin such as tickling 
or roughness. 
Among tbe earlv experiments in psychology «re -those in 


which "spots" were located on the skin. An area of a square Inch was 
Ui(J off on tb« back of the Hand and explored with a metal point. 
If the 


point were cooler than tbe skio certain spots would give a cold sensatica, 
if tbe point were waimer than the skin, certain spots would give a seu- 
fHt'on of warmth. The sensation of pain would occur when a sharp point 
passed over certain spots. 
Still other spots would giv<j a "touch" sensa- 


lio?. 
Thus, after exploring the area of the skin it was found that It dirt 


not all seem cold, or warm, or touched, or painful, but certain spots pave 
different sensations. The four sensations of coolness., warmtl), pain and 
touch appear to be the elementary skin sensations. 


Organic sensations are thnse of the internal organs. Thirst, hunger

Experimentation upon th* sense of ?mell has revealed the fact that the 


man? known odors can be classified in terras of about six elemental^ 
sni*l' sensations. 


There are four elemer-tsry sensations of taste—sweet sour, salt, bitter 


All other so-called tastes are compounds of these or fusions of them with 
smell and other ssnsat'ons. 
If you were given a large number of sub 


stances to test for their taste, you could describe the tastes by these foui 
terms—sweet,,sour, salt, bitter. Quinine and coffee taste tbe same.—bitr<?i; 
It is interesting to uotice that some parts of the tongue seem to be more j 
sensitive to one of the tastes. Bitter is best tasted at the back of the 
tongue. The sides of tbe tongue are most sensitive to sour. Sweet is 
most sensitive at the tip of the tongue. Perhaps you bave aad the es- 
perience of not noticing fopd as particularly bitter until you were swallow- 
ins it. Candy which seemed verj sweet In the mouth may not have appeared 
so sweet as you swallowed it 
The central part of the tongue is not 


very sensitive to taste qualities in adalts.

compound sensation are "blends," for we get a single effect from tbe 
compounding of several sen=Mtions. 


Sensations of sight ano bearing are more familiar to many. Tbe 


stiincli which arouse these sensations are light and sound waves respec 
lively. Light 'ravels 386,000 miles per second. Sound travels 1,160 feet 
per second. These waves, whether of light or sound, vary in three ways— 
(1) wave length, (2) amplitude. (3) complexity. 
Different sound wave 


lengths cause differences in pstoh. Difference in amplitude causes a differ- 
ence in laudness of a sound. A fundamental tone is usually accompanied 
by overtones so that there is a mixture of different wave lengths. Sounds 
of 'lifferent musical instruments differ in timbre or quality of tone due n> 
this complexity er mixture of different wave lengths.

VERNAL EQUINOX AT HAND 


Spring to Be Ushered in Friday. 


After Which Days Will 


Lengthen. 


The sun rose directly in the east 


Thursday morning and will sot di- 
rectly in the west, exactly 
twelve 


hours later, and Friday will see the 
arrival 
of spring — almanacically 


speaking. Officially it will be spring, 
regardless of the 
predicted snow, 


unsettled and cloudy weather, for 
on Thursday at 3:20 p. m. the sun 
was to cross the equator, making the 
day and night of equal length and 
marking the season called the vernal 
equinox. 


Beginning Friday, the hours of 


sunlight will lengthen, in this hemi- 
sphere, and this process continues 
until the summer solstice, June 21, 
when the day is much longer than 
the night. 
Then the days decline 


thru the autumnal equinox, Septem- 
ber 21, to the winter solstice, Decem- 
ber 21 or 22, the shortest day in the 
year. 


Every spot on the earth's surface 


receives the same number of hours 
of sunlight i lithe course of a year as 
another spot. At the equator the 
earth receives a 
total 
of twelve 


hours of sunlight each day in the 
year, or a total of six months of sun- 
shine. At tre poles the day is six 
months long and the night of equal 
length. 


This same law operates with re- 


spect to the moon. It is found that 
during the winter when the sunlight 
is less the moon is higher in the 
heavens and gives more light thar 
six months later when the sunshine 
hours are greater. Then the moon 
passes thru the southern skies, giv- 
ing less light 
in the 
northern 


hemisphere. 


While 
sunshine hours at every 


spot on the earth's surface are equal, 
the amount of sunlight is not. hTe 
shape of the earth and the fact that 
the sun at its farther point north is 
but 23 1-2 degrees north of the equa 
tor cause a great variation in the in- 
tensity of the light a certain place 
upon the earth will receive. The in- 
tensity of the sunlight at the equator 
is about 2.5 times that received at 
the poles.

and the

:eachers working under the direction 
of the county superintendent 
The 


arge number of untrained and inex- 
perienced teachers in the country 
nakes such a procedure almost man- 
datory, if any tangible results are to 
je expected. 


Deploring the great transiency of 


teachers, as much as 77 per cent in 
rural communities, as a source of 
;erat loss in teaching efficiency, Mr. 
3osman recommended as a remedial 
measure a more standardized system 
of certification and basis of employ- 
ment together with the adoption of a 
;eacher annuity plan, wherein a cer- 
tain portion of teachers' wages, sup- 
plemented by additional funds from 
he state, would provide for the 
.eacher's "rainy day."

of commerce. His proposition was 
that every house represented in the 
subdivision send one man, the one 
most concerned with handling the 
freight bills of the business, to 
a

W. A. Selleck Addresses Junior 


Civic League on Learning 


to Get and Keep. 


W. A. Selleck addresse dthe junior 


civic, league of the public schools at 
the Temple theater Thursday morn- 
ing. 
Principal Curfman told 
the 


league that because of the fact that 
Mr. Selleck had in the past identified 
himself with the schools by service 
on the board of education of the city 
and as a member of the board of 
trustees of Doane 
college and by 


work in civic organizations of the 
city, we was specially fitted to ad- 
dress them on the subject of thrift. 


Mr. Selleck pointed that thrift had 


three fundamental 
elements: 
Ac- 


quiring, saving, and investing; or as 
be put it to the boys and girls, get- 
ting, keeping, and using. He called 
attention. to the fact that the boys 
and girls in school are at the "get- 
ting" stage of life. Schools are for 
the purpose of enabling children to 
get 
Get knowledge, get healthy 


bodies, vigorous minds and worthy 
Ideals. After getting, it is essential 
to keep what one gets, not merely 
for the sake of keeping—as a miser 
hoards his gold, but with a purpose 
to make one's possessions of use. 


"Memory is given 
so 
that the 


knowledge gained in school may be 
retained. Just as imagination helps 
one to visualize what he wants to 
get, so memory enables one to re-1 
lain his mental possessions," Mr. 
Selleck said. "Imagination should be 
used. Memory should be cultivated. 
After all the third element of thrift i 
is the important one. To get and to ' 
ieep is worth while only as it gives [ 
something to use. The boy and girl 
who gets an education, the man or 
the woman who gets money, position 
or power and has not learned how to 
use them for the benefit of his city, 
his state, his country, has been get- 
ting mere rubbish. It is an honorable 
ambition to want to get and keep 
money, but only as one has learned 
iow to use it does it become a bless-

sode of that entire pre-war period 
in America if not indeed in Mr. Wil- 
son's first administration, occured 
when the first note was sent to Ger- 
many denouncing the destruction of 
the Lusltania with more than 100 
American lives abroad.

AMBROSE SEEKS REHEARING 


Crete Shoemaker Claims Supreme 


Court Erred in Saying He Was 


Guilty of Arson.

United States "to" submit the ques- 
tions at issue to a commission' of in- • 
vestigation on the principle of the 
Bryan treaties. 


This instruction to Ambassador 


Gerard which has been variously 
called a "postcript" or a '"supple- 
mentary note" was never sent from 
Washington. It was under the cir- 
cumstances as exciting as it was 
significant. It would have made a 
worldwide sensation at the time, but 
the swift passage of events since 
those dramatic days has to some ex- 
tent robbed the incident of its true 
importance in the history of the 
neutrality period. The supplemen- 
tary 
instruction 
to Ambassador 


Gerard reached the state department 
from the white house, and was about 
to be put into code and cabled to 
Berlin. No one knew about it ex- 
cept the president and the secretary 
of state. Mr. Robert Lansing was 
counsellor of the state department, 
and it was natural that he should 
learn ot the supplementary instruc- 
tion. He could not understand it 
and immediately communicated with 
private secretary Tumulty in an ef- 
fort to learn its significance. Mr. 
Tumulty 
communicated 
with his 


close friend, the secretary of war, 
Mr. Garrison, who said he knew 
nothing about the supplementary in- 
struction as it bad not been'dis- 
cussed in the cabinet meeting. Mr1. 
Lansing made it clear that the sup- 
plementary, instruction was a reces- 
sion in his judgment from the strong 
words contained in the note itself. 
Word was passed to other members 
of the cabinet and soon Mr. Wilson 
was besieged with a request to re- 
consider.

ment is true—literally taker. 


In the first place Mr. Wilson was 


right iu saying that there was no 
postscript to the Lusitanla note it- 
bell', nor" was there any amendment 
of the note. Mr. Wilson was right 
when he said that he never wrote or 
contemplated writing any postscript 
or amendement. Mr. Bryan com- 
posed tb." supplementary instruction 
for Ambassador Gerard, and it was 
not a part of the original note but a 
separate communication. Mr. Wil- 
son also revealed that "it was sug- 
gested after the note was ready for 
transmission that an intimation be 
conveyed to the German government 
that a proposal for arbitration will 
be acceptable." He uses tne word 
"intimation" to cover the instruction 
which was to be sent to Ambassador 
Geiard. it was true that only one 
member of the cabinet spoke to Mr.

To his mind tb.6 post- 
script, amendment or supplementary 
instruction dii not exist officially be- 
cause it was never sent to Germany, 
and he spoke the real truth when he 
said "the public is in possession of

Senator Lodge, did, however, have 


in his possession during that cam- 
paign the elements of one of the big- 
gest secrats of the administration, 
and if he had worded his accusation 
in a slightly different fashion it 
would have been impossible to deny 
the existence of a supplementary in- 
struction. On the other band, since 
the instruction was not sent to the 
German government Mr. Wilson re- 
garded the affair as of no import- 
ance externally.

What Interested Mr. Bryan was 


not the strong language used in the 
diplomatic notes to Germany, but 
the actual intention of the American 
government. When he discovered 
that Mr. Wilson wts prepared to 
develop the 
correspondence with 


Geramny to a climax which might re- 
sult in war, Mr. Ryan declined to 
be a party to" it 
The general public 


wondered when Mf. Bryan resigned 
why he declined to sign the second 
Lusitania note to Germany which in 
tone was certainly not as threaten- 
ing as its predecessor. The truth is 
Secretary Bryan learned of Presi- 
dent Wilson's readiness to go to war 
if Germany persisted in her viola- 
tions of American rights. Mr. Sryan 
was sincerely convinced that war 
would be unpopular, and he left the 
cabinet with the hope of persuading 
Mr. Wilson, thru public opinion, that 


'ti war policy was inadvisable. Some 
of the best speeches made in defense 
of Mr. Wilson's administration were 
those of William Jennings Bryan 
during the campaign of 1916. He 
traveled from one end of the west to 


i the other. His plea was for peace. 
• H 
was 
he 
who >mphasized that 


i Woodrow Wilson had kept us out of 
| war. In his heart was a hope that 
j the speeches of the campaign would 
' constitute a committment, and that 
Mr. Wilson would listen no longer to 
the clamor for war. When war did 
i come, William Jennings Bryan was a 
loyal supporter of the government. 
His record against a policy of in- 
volvement that would lead to war is 
clear. He was the theory of moral 
force. So long as Mr. Wilson agreed 
with him the union of these two 


j democratic leaders was indissoluble, 
the moment physical force was con- 
templated by Mr. Wilson, the two 
men separated. It was a conflict of 
principle, not of personality, and the 
parting of the two statesmen was 
truely an affecting one. Each stood 
by his conviction.
